PUBLIC.WRATH AROUSED. 


Prediction Made That Resistance: 
to Sunday Closing Will 
Result in Stricter 
Repression, 


States Attorney John J. Healy predicted 
last evening that the brewers and saloon- 
kéepera of Chicago will bring about their 
own ruin by fighting the Sunday closing 
movement that is sweeping over the city. 

He said that the state law on the question 
was absolutely plain and that he would en- 
force it with all his power. The saloon- 
keepers by their actions, he asserted, have 
Sroused a revolt the thinking peo- 
ple of the city that will result eventually not 
only in Sunday observance, but in shorter 
hours for the saloons and the wiping out 
of existence of many disorderly places 
leagued with vioe and crime. 

Mr. Healy made these statements before 
the Men's club of St. Peter's Episcopal 
church, Evanston and Belmont avenues. Hig 
0 Waa the crime conditions of the city,

Mo Longer a Religious Movement. 
There ig a revolt sweeping over the city 
today which may or may not result in the 
closing of saloons on Sunday,” he said. “ The 
law of the state is clear beyond a question. 
Some saloons do comparatively little harm. 
But in the red light districts, where the sa- 
loons are adjuncts to disorderly houses, more 
harm ig done than all our courts can over- 
dome. I am not discussing this from a re- 
ligious point of view, for the Sunday closing 
movement is no longer a religious movement. 
If it were, we never would close them. It 
is a moral and practical movement, a ques- 

tion of the proper conduct of city affairs. 

“I told the brewers of the city more than 
& year ago: 

Tou are breeding a condition of affairs 
in Chicago that eventually will wipe you 
out ot business. You have gone to extremes. 
You are going to create a condition of re- 
volt that will close many of your saloons 
now doing business.’

“They say the saloon is the poor man’s 


club and therefore we should not deprive him 


of this solace on Sunday. That is a most 
fallacious argument. ‘The man who works 


all day usually has a family, and the best 
place for him is at home getting acquainted 


with his family and saving his money. 

This is a practical proposition, not a wild 
eyed reform. If the brewers and saloon- 
keepers of Chicago were wise they would 
meet this demand, prevailing not only in the 
churches but among the majority of clean 
thinking men. They would meet it not only 
by closing on Sunday but at 11 o'clock every 
night and not opening before 7 O clock in the 
morning. 

Will Enforce the Closing Law. 

We are enforcing the Sun closing law 
w. If you 
don't want the saloons closed Sunday, repeal 


the law. When a man asks me to stand up 


and swear to enforce all the laws and then 
turns around and asks me to leave one of 
the laws alone, Isay to that man, No. I don’t 


care if it spelled my political ruin ten thou- 


sand times over. It is enforced throughout 
Illinois and can be here in Chicago. 

“A man can drink temperately and be un- 
harmed, but when you know that in the red 
light districts every saloon panders to the 
lowest forms of vice and crime then you Can 
understand. I have heard ministers preach 
the ‘necessity of the social evil. A more 
damnable doctrine never was preached. 

Men that visit these places are degen- 
Until you wipe out the disorderly 


conditions now—conditions that fill our crim- 
inal courts with cases that it will take years 


to dispose of—150 murder cases on the aver- 


age every year. 
It is a sin and a crime to keep alive these 


conditions, because we are making criminals 
out of our boys and girls, who would other- 
wise make good citizens. Yet itis tolerated 
and recognized. It is the sin of all the po- 
litical parties. 

Would Drive Out About 300,000. 

In all sincerity I say that we do not need 
a greater Chicago, but a better Chicago. In- 
stead of building up the population to the 
8,000,000 mark I would drive out of the city 
800,000 or 400,000 undesirable, disreputable 
citizens. It would be better for our moral 


and commercia) life. 


In my office we have 15,000 or 20,000 crim- 
tna 4 year. London, a city of threé 
times out size, has comparatively few crimes. 

Nearly all our criminals come from the 
three vice ridden districts of the city. The 
large majority of these offenders are boys of 
from 1T to 25 years old.

New York, Dec. 9.—[Special.}—Gov. Hughes 
has issued an order removing Borough Presi- 
dent John F. Ahearn of Manhattan. The 
writ was not received in time to be served 
last night. As soon as news of the governor's 
action leaked out Ahearn hurriedly con- 
sulted Martin W. Littleton, his counsel, and 
later Ahearn’s secretary, Barney Downing, 
wes called into the conference, 

When the trio left the meeting place neither 
Ahearn nor Downing would discuss the af- 
fair, but Littleton said he had prepared pa- 
pers applying for an injunction restrain- 
ing the removal of Ahearn by the governor. 
It is his purpose to make the application to a 
justice of the Supreme court at once and take 
the case to the Court of Appeals if necessary. 

The removal of Ahearn is based on charges 
led with Gov. Hughes last summer by the 
City club of New York. The club’s charges 
were based on the report of Mayor McClel- 
lan’s commissioner of accounts. 


Tammany Still on Top.

In this memorandum Gov.Hughes does not 
detail specific violations of duty, but scores 
Mr. Ahearn upon the broad ground that the 
bad condition of the streets between last 
tall and spring bas not been due to any 
other cause than the failure of the borough 
president to do his duty.” and that the bor- 
ough president permitted favored comract- 
ors to furnish supplies without competitive 
bidding through the bureau of public build- 
ings and offices. The governor finds this bu- 
reau “honeycombed with favoritism” Gov. 
Hughes does not advert to the other charges 
filed by the City club.

Resciations Adopted on Death’ of

An entire revision of the building ordi- 
nances of Chicago was ordered at the city 
council meeting last evening. On the recom- 
mendation of Mayor Busse, following the re- 
quest of Building Commissioner Downey, the 
mayor was instructed to name a commission 
of seven experts to present a new code for 
aldermanic consideration. 

How soon the commission will get to work 
ie not decided, The mayor said he regarded 
it as too important work to be done hastily 
and probably he would not be able to pick out 
the seven men who are to be intrusted with it 
tor some little time. It is possible the com- 
mission will not be named and set-to work 
before Jan. 1, the date at which Commis- 
sioner Downey wishes to retire from office, 
and the work will have to be carried on under 
his successor. | | 

In ordering the appointment of the commis- 
sion the council put in a rider that one mem- 
ber of it should be a representative of the 
Associated Building Trades council. This 
was done on motion of Ald. Powers, who 
pleaded that the workingmen should have 
something to say about provisions for the 
protection of their own lives. 

Message of the Mayor. 

The mayor brought the matter before the 
council in a message in which he said: 

I have a communication from the com- 
missioner of \buildings, recommending the 
appointment of a competent commission for 
the purpose of a complete revision of the 
building ordinances. It is pointed out to me 
by the commissioner that the present build- 
ing ordinances were hastily framed by the 
council shortly after the Iroquois fire, and 
that, largely because of the temper of the 
popular and thé appalling nature of 
that disaster, the ordinances ‘were not only 
drawn so as to .include nearly all possible 
precautions but were made unnecessarily 
severe in many particulars. 

The result is that it is impracticable to 
enforce the strict letter of the code as it now 
exists. The building . oner states 


three men sleep in it. The p that if it were strictly ‘enforced it would ne- 


cessitate the closing of more than one-half 
of that class of buildings in which large num- 
bers of people congregate. 

It is my opinion that the proper course to 
pursue is to appoint a commission as sug- 
gested by the building commissioner to re- 
vise the building ordinances in such a man- 
ner that they may not only constitute a guar- 
anty of personal safety to our citizens but 
may be practicable and susceptible of strict 
enforcement.” 

Wheel Tax Ordinance Sent In. 

The mayor also sent in the “ wheel tax or- 
dinance,”” It provides for the licensing of 
all vehicles so as to provide a special fund 
for the maintenance of the streets they wear 
out and was sent to the license committee, 
In his message the mayor said: 

“The license fees given in the ordinance 
are merely tentative. They are not expected 
to guide the action of this council, but mere- 
ly to bring the matter properly to your at- 
tention.”” The tentative annual fees given 
were:

The December grand jury was impaneled 
in Judge Kersten's court in the morning and 
the judge gave it specific instructions to in- 
‘quire into the milk dealers’ alleged com- 
bination. No witnegses were sent in, how- 


ever, during the day... 

Assistant State's Attorney Barbour turned 
over to Mr. Healy a 150. page transcript of 
evidence on the milk question ahd trans- 
ferred his attention to the Sunday closing 
cases which. come up tomorrow. 

We have considerable evidence, said 
Mr. Barbour. “I cannot say what will be 
done with it when it gets to the grand jury 
room, but the facts look strong enough for 
the presumption that a trust exists.“ 

Several farmers from the districts where 
the milk companies have large bottling works 
were examined during the morning. It ap- 
pears from their statements that no two 
companies have establishments in any one 
town. The districts seem well apportioned. 


Kersten Advises the Jurors. 


In charging the grand jurors to inquire into 
the milk situation Judge Kersten said: 

For some time there have been current 
rumors of the existence of a criminal com- 
bination among business men to regulate 
the price of milk. The combination, is com- 
monly referred to as the ‘ milk trust,’ and 
88 has been written and printed concern- 

« it. 

The state's attorney has gathered evi- 
dence which he may present to you in regard 
to the ublawful combination. It is your sol- 
emn duty to make a thorough investigation, 
and if the evidence warrants to return a true 
wih. If this business is not conducted in 

aecordance with law these men must be 
called to account, and we expect you to re- 
turn true bills in such a case.’ 

Thb grand jury is headed by William G. 
E@ens, manager of the Central Trust com- 
pany and a member of the Hamilton club. 


Will Inspect Dairy Farms. 

An important move to prevent another 
scarlet fever epidemic such as Chicago ¢uf- 
fered last winter from a contaminated milk 
supply 
sioner Evans. Inspectors from the health 
department are being sent to all the Illinois 
dairy farms that supply Chicago with milk 
to ¢xamine and report on the health of the 
cows and of the persons living on the farms, 
on the condition of the water supply. and on 
the general cleanliness of the surroundings. 
In addition to this, Dr. Evans has arranged 
to get reports from the dairy commissioners 
of Indiana and Wisconsin covering the same 
questions with regard to all dairy farms in 
these states that ship milk to Chicago. 

The newly organized association of health 
officers in the Chicago district will co- 
operate in this work to get a pure milk sup- 


} ply.

of 1907 has a record of a mine disaster, 
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reported favorably on an ordinance re 
quiring the trains on the elevated roads 
to have illuminated signs showing their 
destination and whether they are local or 
express. The patrons of some of the 
roads complain’ that they cannot be sure 
of the destination or character of a traia 
either by day or by night. 

The people who use the surface cars 
have something to complain of in this par- 
ticular, but they are not obliged to ask the 
council for a relief ordinance. That body 
attended to the matter when it passed 
the traction ordinances, They read: 
„ Bach car shall bear appropriate and con- 
epicuous signs upon both its sides and 
ends, so placed as to indicate, both day 
and night, the route and destination of 
euch car. At night such signs shall be 
illuminated.” 

This ig an excellent provision. The in- 
formation {t says must be given is needed 
by residents of the city about as much as 
it is by strangers. The man who trevels 
on a particular line may be able from 
long practice to tell his car when he sees 
it, but he is often at a loss when he has 
to travel on some otber line. 

Every day and night one sees cars 
which lack the appropriate and conspic- 
nous sighs” required by the ordinances. 
The result is that people get on the wrong 
cars and may be carried blocks out of 
their way, or they block the gangway and 
delay the starting of a car until they caa 
find out from the busy conductor whether 
it is the one they are after. 

The signs cannot be too conspicuous ot 
give too much information. Now that the 
cars are moved by electricity there is no 
excuse for a failure to have them bril- 
liantly lit up by night, so that it may not 
be necessary for a man to rush out to the 
tracks to find out whether an approaching’ 
car is the one he wishes to take. , 

The board of supervising engineers has 
many things to look after, but this matter’ 
of conspicuous signs is one which demands 
its early attention, The provision on the 
subject is specific and plain. It should be 
enforced thoroughly and promptly. 


GOOD RESULTS OF INSPECTION. 

That was a profitable and noteworthy 
journey undertaken by a health in- 
epector of an inguiring turn of mind, 
resulting in valuable informatioin con- 
cerning various food products which 
are offered to the ptblic. The in- 
spector had a busy day, if not a 
pleasant one. He succeeded in discover- 
ing rather startling quantities of bad oys- 
ters, questionable beef, objectionable sau- | 
gage, and too highly flavored poultry, 
which were promptly kerosened, so that 
they could not be palmed off on an unob- 
servant customer. He found, also, a lib-

Hé knows that there is a law, 
framed for his protection, and it gives hini 
a sweet feeling of assurance every time 


he knows that law is enforced. One in- | 


spector has shown how much good an in- 
spector can accomplish when he sets him- 
self purposefully to the task, and the re- 
sults of an inquiring stroll justify the 
belief that there is plenty of useful work 
eut out for other inspectors who may be 
appointed and requested to prosecute simi- 
lar inquiries. 

The territory is so extensive and the 
offenders so numerous that the present 
force of active and conscientious inspec- 
tors cannot cover all the ground required. 
In that case other inspectors should be 
put om duty, fired by the same laudable 
ambition, and disposed to make trouble 
for butchers, grocers, and fruit sellers who 
defy the law and regard contemptuously 
all provisions for the public health. It is 
useless to issue waqning bulletins from the 
health department ifthe sale of bad food 
goes on unchecked. And it is useless io 
pass laws for the betterment of the city’s 
health if sellers of food products are not 
vigilantly watched for any evasion of the 
statute. 

A number of brisk and energetic in- 
spectors, sufficient to keep a close and 
effective watch on the internal workings 
of the places of food supply, will con- 
tribute materially to desired results. The 
council should appropriate the money re- 
quired to keep steadily at work a suffi- 
cient number of inspectors as capable as 
the one whose good day's work was de- 
scribed in yesterday's Trisune. 


MINING DISASTERS. 

The appalling record of 1907 in mine 
disasters is brought to the attention of 
the world in connection with the latest 
horror in West Virginia, whose exact toll 
of death is as yet unknown. The total 
mortality as a result of mine accidents 
will approximate 2,000, a figure never be- 
fore reached. In the fourteen cares re- 
ported in the United States previous to 
the one of Saturday last there were 274 
deaths. The Monongah disaster wil] more 
than double this, giving this country a 
third of the entire death roll for the year. 

The natural question which comes to 
every reader is, Could the horror have 
been averted? Theoretically the miners 
are well protected in their hazardous 
work. The laws are numerous and ex- 
plicit which relate to mines and mining. 
As experience has developed new dangers 
there has been.added legislation. An ex- 
amination of the revised sfatutes of min- 
ing commonwealthe shows how compre- 
hensive the measures are which have been 
passed for the protection of this class of 
workers.

Having received a message from his mother 
to the effect that she Was anxious to see him 
before her death, he ventured into Prussia, 
where he was promptly seized by Freder- 
ick the Great and closely imprisoned in the 
fortreas of Magdeburg, where his efforts to 
escape secured him the honor of a specially 
constructed cell, exceptionally heavy chains 
and manacies, and not double but treble sen- 
tries. 

There he remained for ten years, and, in 
spite of all the precautions adopted by the 
authorities, managed once more to effect 
his escape, withdrawing this time to Eng- 
‘land. : 
“There he occupted himself by writing a 
bitter attack on Frederick the Great aa the 
Macedonian hero,“ and also compiled his 
famous autobiography. 

Not until after the death of King Freder- 
ick in 1786 was he able to return to Prus- 
sia, Where he is stated to have had a most 
affecting interview with Princess Amelia 
a few days before her demise. 

— 


In 1789 the publication of his memoirs 
in French gave him a wide notoriety at 
Paris, where the Bastike had just been 
stormed by the populace and its prisoners set 
at liberty. 0 

His fate was compared with theirs, and 
for a time the boulevards abounded with 
exhibitions of his waxen éffigy, loaded down 
with chains, in a counterpart of the terrible 
dungeon in which he had been confined for 
so many years at Magdeburg. 

Encouraged by this, Baron Frederick von 
der Trenck set out in 1791 for Paris, pro- 
claiming his enthusiastic adherence to the 
doctrines of the French revolution. 

Instead, however, of being received as 
he. had expected, with open arms, he was 
arrested on his arrival in the French cap- 
ital as a secret emissary of the Prussian 
government, and after confinement in the 
prison of St. Lasare was dragged to the 
guillotine, where his execution on July 25, 
1794, was marked by more than ordinary 
cruelty, since instead of being strapped to 
the board face downward he was fastened 
to it flat on his back and kept for fully ten 
minutes in that position, gazing upon the 
knife before it was allowed to descend upon 
his throat.

His fate in Paris served to recall at Ber- 
lin the story of his romance With Princess 
Amelia of Prussia and of the cruel suffer- 
ings which he had undergone at the hands 
of Frederick the Great, for no other reason 
than that he had ventured to raise his eyes 
to a lady of the house of Hohensollern and 
to win her heart; and King Frederick WIII- 
jam II., taking the ground mat he owed 
some compensation to the Von der Trenck 
family, advanced it from the rank of baron 
to that of count. 

The old count, whose death has just taken 
place, was the grandnephew of the famou 
prisoner of Frederick the Great. 

There remains of the family at the present 
moment only a daughter, Eva by name, 
who is married to a German of the name of 
Moschke, who has been settled for years 
at Pietersburg, in the Transvaal,

TRACTION HEARING WAITS; 
ONE MORE DAY FOR PEACE. 


Given Out That All Objections Can Be 
Met and Finally Settled Before Go- 
ing Into Court This Morning. 


Judge Grosscup yesterday postponed the 
hearing of the petition of the Chicago Rail- 
ways Company for possession of the Union 
Traction lines until today. It was done 
partly on account of the illness of Julian T. 
Davies of New York, attorney for the Guar- 
anty Trust company of that city, but more 


especially because it was represented to the 


court that if the parties in interest were 
given twenty-four hours more time an ar- 
rangement might be reached whereby there 
would be no real neégessity for any suit at all. 

Then everybody adjourned to the Illinois 
Trust and Savings bank, where a general 
conference wae held. The only objector of 
record to the present plans for reorganizing 
is the guaranty company, which holde cer- 
tificates representing $1,716,000 of floating 
indebtedness, which it wants declared a first 
lien. That is a large sum, but small com- 
pared with the rest of the debts of the Union 
Traction system, and has not been too 
seriously considered in the negotiations for 
a settlement. 

In the desire, however, to make a clean 
sheet of it and go into court without any 
opposition of any kind, the matter was taken 
up yesterday and last evening it was given 


out that no further trouble need be booked 


for. The terms are to be arranged this 
morning before court meets.

She is loved by an 
impulsive young chap named Rufe Waters, 
and in the first act she promises to. marry 
him it he will kill a certain Baldwin who met 
her in the woods, seized her, arid kissed her.
